torial imtravaganioes of thi mip-nitkers of sudnomling ages aa bo 
be of little value (plates 2% nnd. 4),

For 1,500 years ecienee tod the church wery in opposition as 
to the shape of the earth, and there were very few, whatever right 
be their convictions, who dared question the infullibility af the 
tharch! ‘Thus oll progress 1 natural eeiene was checked, and. 
geography til inap-iieking practically edased to exist, 

Early in the fourteenth eotituivy Maru Polo's liook of travels 
appre. Thiseretly increased pocstiphiie Inowlwiye anid hid 
Oo Hipeet anatrong boring on the diseorery of Amwrinn, 

in the preceding eentury the father and uncle of Maro Palo, 
morcharits of Venice, made two journeys tothe qourt, of the great 
Khan Kublai, in eastern China, On the apcond journey Maroo 
Pole sreompaniod Irs fither ini unole, They went by Persia, 
over the Pamir mountains, through Turk estan, wether, the groat 
desert of Gobi, awl through Mongolia to Chinn, There they re 
aided for miny ven, sent by the Khia on several inissions and
